have been of n<lvnntagc in this instance 
or not, blit I can assure you that the ab- 
sence of n contest has added greatly to 
the peace of mind of your candidate. 

The new district is made up of parts 
of three districts, and is composed of 
some fifty-three cities and towns in the 
First, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, and Eighth 
Mirldtescx Senatorial Districts, and is 
strongly Republican. The Republican 
candidates for Governor’s Council last 
year received about 30,000 votes, while 
the Democratic candidate received nine- 
teen thousand votes, so under ordinary 
conditions, your candidate has a fair 
chance of election.

Enterprise Arrives 

After a cruise of three months and 
twenty-eight days in the North Atlan- 
tic, the Nautical Training Ship Enter- 
prise arrived at Boston Saturday morn- 
ing about 9 o’clock. The ship left Boston 
May 31st on the thirtieth annual cruise, 
and during the summer visited the fol- 
lowing ports: Havre, Gibraltar, Algiers 
and Funchal. The commanding officer is 
Conidr. William F. Low, U. S. Navy, 
who has been the efficient superintendent 
for the past four years. 

The Enterprise is an auxiliary vessel, 
having both steam and sail power, and 
the summer term, which lasts from May 
1 to October 1, is devoted to instructing 
the cadets in the practical duties and ex- 
ercises of the seaman and marine engi- 
neer. In the Massachusetts Nautical 
Training School, on board the U. S. S. 
Enterprise, the State offers to young 
men free excellent training and instruc- 
tion. 

These cadets, upon the return of the 
Enterprise to this port, complete their 
two years' term : Laurence K, Batchel- 
(ler, Melrose; Geo. C. Bosson, Reading; 
Walter H. Crafts, Boston; Lewis A. 
Jones, Middleboro; Win. H, Lee, Ro.x- 
hury; Clarence E. Nutting. Cambridge; 
Philip S. Bates, Southville; Arthur G. 
Burbank, Carver; Carl E. Colony, 
Brookline; Michael J. Doherty, Win- 
throp; Victor M. Foster, East Boston; 
Bradford N. .A. Gladding, New Bedford; 
Wm. R. Webster, Worcester; Frank C. 
Wilmarth, Saundcrsville. 

Tlie Enterprise will be berthed for the 
winter at the Commonwealth Pier, a 
dock owned by the state of Massachu- 
sctt.s, near the South Union Station. 

Associated Charities 

The directors and visitors of the As- 
sociated Charities were addressed at 
their meeting on Sept. 28 by Miss An- 
nie Ellis of Newtoiiville and Mrs. Stark- 
ey of Newton Centre on the subject of 
ilie two Day Nurseries in our city. 

Miss Ellis, the leader in the establish- 
ment of the Nursery at Nonantum told 
the Society in the spring, of her plan, 
and was advised to start at once with 
such inoiicy as she had in hand, as it 
has been abunUaiitly proved that it is 
easier to raise money for an enterprise 
already- in ot>eratiuii, than for one that 
is only talked of. Not every one would 
have had the courage to take advice so 
strenuous, but Miss Ellis and her help- 
ers had, with the result that there is a 
Day Nursery at 414 .Adams street, only 
partially equipped to be sure, but with 
a tlioroiiglily comiieleut nurse caring for 
about fifteen children a day. This nur- 
sery will be continued as long as there 
is money in hand to maintain it. If there 
comes u lime when there is 110 mure 
money, the nursery will close, it requires 
ail income of a thousand dollars a year, 
and .Miss Ellis has received pledges 
wliich will support it for possibly four 
months more. 

The Nursery at Newton Centre has 
been running about three years. U had 
taken and still takes great effort on the 
part of a devoted few to secure its fin- 


ancial support. It often cares for twenty- 
three children a day. All the work That 
this implies, is done by Mrs. Starkey and 
one very young assistant. This nursery 
labors under a great disadvantage. It 
is up-stairs in a building on the corner 
of two busy streets, and the children can 
not be let out-of-doors at all. It does 
seem that public-spirited Newton Centre 
might secure a better location. At No- 
nantum, the nursery i.s on the grounrl 
floor, and has a large 3ard with a tree 
and a swing, and is to have a sand gar- 
den. 

Ill both these nurseries the danger is 
recognized that such institutions may 
encourage mothers to go out to work, 
who would be doing infinitely better for 
their families by using all their energies 
inside their homes, Init besifles that there 
are many widow's supporting families of 
children, in Newton, the Associated 
Charities seldom has less than thirty on 
its list, it is very difficult in these days 
of high prices, to save enough out of 
a laboring man's wages, to clothe four 
or five children, and the mother niuif 
.supplement the income to some extent. 
How the children arc to be cared for 
while she is doing it, is a problem to 
; which the Day Nursery has been the 
only satisfactory answer thus far. 

These two Day Nurseries are distinct- 
ly Newton charities, and are heartily 
recommended to the liberality of our cit- 
izens by the Associated Charities.

prominence in this and other cities. Rev.

er men last j-ear will open the series 
with an original story written for the 
occasion, “Reddy the Left End or a 
Struggle in Self Control”, All will be 
cordially welcomed at these services, 
which arc .short, interesting, and full of 
enthusiasm. The Bible Clubs will get to- 
gether for a few minutes on the same 
day to outline courses, elect officers, etc.

THE MINISTEBS 
PLIGE AKONG MEN 

Sermon by Rev. A. L. Hudson 
of Channlng Church 


The Ministers Place Among Men, the 
opening address delivered by Rev. Adcl- 
bert Latlirop Hudson at the biennial 
meeting of the Unitarian Ministers of 
the United States and Canada held at 
Petersham, M.nss, Oct. r-5 was as fol- 
lows : 

Wliy is it becoming so difficult to se- 
cure active, energetic young men of 
forceful personality for the work of the 
protestant ministry? Such young men, 
for instance, as those who take high 
rank in other professions, .^nd who in 
commercial and industrial circles be- 
come successful managers of banks, rail- 
roads, manufactures and other important 
interest.^? Or, to approach the same 
question from another point of view, 
why has such a change taken place in the 
temper of our New England families, in 
the choice of an occupation for their 
sons? A generation ago It was the rule 
i for each New England household of any 
i of our Congregational churches, Uni- 
j tarian or Orthodox, to present one or 
I more of its most stalwart and promising 
I sons for the ministry. Now it is the cx- 
j ception. 

If our own denomination only were af- 
fected, we might conclude that this re- 
; luctance on the part of young men to en- 
ter the Unitarian Ministry is due to their 
unwillingness to risk alt the hopes and 
ambitions of a life lime in the service of 
a small and not rapidly growing body, 
whose noblest representatives are dis- 
fellowshipped in collective gatherings of 
other Christian people. But the fact is 
that other protestant churches are feel- 
ing the effect of the same adverse dis- 
crimination. 

In the Hartford Seminary Record for 
August Dr. English of the Orthodox 
Congregational church makes a report 
compiled from the replies of about fifty 
college and seminary presidents and pas- 
tors of that denomination, who were 
thought to he most conver.sant with the 
.situation concerning candidates for the 
ministry. In this report he states: "The 
students in Congregational Seminaries 
during the past ten years have increased 
eighteen per cent, and the theological 
students coming from Congregational 
colleges have during this period de- 
creased forty per cent, and from New 
England colleges fifty-four per cent.” 
Tlicn, adopting anotlicr basis of compar- 
ison, he adds: "The percentage of theo- 
logical students to the number of church- 
es has fallen from 12 per cent in 1892 to 
68-10 per cent in 1905." Dr. English 
suggests two principal causes for this evi 
dent unattractiveiicss of the ministry as 
a calling: First, inadequacy of minis- 
terial incomes; second, loss of prestige 
and influence of the profession. These 
are certainly valid considerations for 
any young man who is contemplating 
the ministry, no matter how serious his 
purpose or devoted his aims. But it 
seems to me that, in so far as these 
things influence the decision of young 
men at all they do so only as sub-or- 
dinate factors of a more fundamental 
objection. 

Every man in choosing a career wants 
to engage in some occupation which is 
intimately connected with actual life. He 
wants to be in the push of the stream, 
instead of paddling about in a side eddy. 
.\nd just at this point arises the fatal ob- 
jection to the choice of the ministiy*, — 
that it has come to be regarded as some- 
liovv unrelated to the main currents of 
the world's progress. The remark of a 
busino.ss man to :in eminent educator, 
whose son ha<l decided to enter the min- 
istry. is typical. "I supposed,” said he, 
"your sou would go in for something 
real." Now it is (piite useless for us, 
who have already committed ourselves 
to the ministry to deny the implication 
contained in this remark. If we are to 
meet tlie objection successfully, we must 
seek out and ovcrcotne the undcrlyitig 
causes which create and keep alive this 
impression of unreality. If we cannot 
do this then we must sit helplessly by 
and see our nol)le profession relegated 
to the limbo of outgrown things, while 
its ranks,— so long made up of men as 
robust mentally and physically as the 
latui producetl, — are refilled by mediocre 
and effeminate apologists, whose calling 
has degenerated into that of mere func- 
tionaries. 

These "underlying causes” are not re- 
mote ; nor arc they ilifficiilt to analyze. 
Many of them are to be found in certain 
persomd limitations which are much too 
common in our profession — some of 
them of minor importance, others more 
serious, but all tending, with cumulative 
force, to prejudice our standing among 
men. 

Lot me mention a few of the more ob- 
vious of these limitations to be more 
fully considered later on: 

1. A certain aloofness of ministers 
from other men who are engaged in var- 
ious kinds of business and professional 
activity ; 

2. Little professionalisnis in speech 
and dress and manner; 

3. Exaggerations in pulpit statements, 
so habitual as to become tmconscious, in- 
tended to enforce moral teachings, but 


in fact creating distrust in the minds of 
men accustomed to .accuracy in state- 
ments of fact ; 

4. Becoming extremists in special re- 
forms, ihu.i putting themselves out of 
harmony with practical reformers, and 
losing the confidence of business men; 

5. Willingness to become l>eneficiarics 
of special privileges which .set them in a 
class apart; 

6. A temlency to dirip into ea.sy going 
habits of thought and action, which les- 
son their energy and arrest their growth. 

It would he possible to continue Ibis 
catalogue of personal limitations; hut 
these will (>e sufficient for the purposes 
of this iliscussion. Moreover no one of 
tlicm taken by itself, nor the whole of 
them taken together, reaches the chief 
point of our difficulty. 

The main reason why the work of the 
ministr>’ seems unreal is that the very 
thing with which it is chiefly concerned 
has come to be regarded as comparative- 
ly unimportant. A large and growing 
majority of the people in so-callcd Chris- 
tian countries, if we except the commun- 
icants of Greek and Roman Churches, 
have ceased to look upon religion as ab- 
solutely essential to the individual or col- 
lective life. To their minds it may still 
have its uses, hut these u.scs He at one .side 
of the large activities which occupy the 
lives of busy men and women. More 
than this, in their view, it not only has 
been thrust aside by the world's work, 
but it has been left behind by the world’s 
progress. It belongs with the concerns 
of a past age — an age of individual su- 
perstition and eccelesiastical tyranny. 
In that age the church maintfained its su- 
premacy because it was supposed to hold 
j the keys of eternal life with power to be- 
stow immortal joy and immunity from 
endless suffering. With the passing 
away of this view religion has become 
remote from the vital interests of our 
' time, along with alchemy, astrology and 
other outgrown fancies of the race; the 
church has become a negligible quantity 
and the minister merely an eminently rc- 
, spectable functionary who may be called 
upoiT at fitting occasions to read the bur- 
ial or marriage service, comfort the sick 
and unfortunate and maintain appropri- 
ate services in the churches for those 
who still care to attend them. 

Naturally young men hesitate to en- 
ter a profession thus handicapped by 
popular prejudice. At the same time 
the prevalence of such false and unjust 
estimate of the minister’s place among 
men should be, to every man in the ranks 
a challenge to disprove so mistaken an 
opinion and overcome so unfair a pre- 
judice. But how? What is the remedy 
for a whole profession thus courteously 
assigned to the position of respectable 
onlookers at the world's stage of action? 
In what way may the minister assert 
himself and take his rightful place 
among men? 

Manifestly if he Is to pluck out the 
mote of prejudice out of his brother’s 
eye, he must first cast out the beam that 
is in his own eye. And there is no <loubt 
that the personal limitations peculiar to 
ministers, which have been already re- 
ferred to, do much to strengthen and 
confirm this mistaken view of the pulpit 
and the church, even though they are 
not primarily rc.sponsible for it. It be- 
comes then our first task to review these 
with open minded frankness and to look 
for 0 fitting remedy. This may not lie 
in every case with the ministers alone. 

I have no doubt that in many instances 
the laymen have contributed to the very 
causes which have produced their pre- 
judice. But in any event, we must first 
of all be sensitive to our own short com- 
ings and conscious of our need of per- 
sonal reform. 

Take the matter of aloofness of minis- 
ters from other men which is one of the 
more serious limitations. Whose fault 
is it, and how shall the fault be correct- 
ed? In the first place, there is apt to be 
a radical defect in the minister's educa- 
tion. Almost as a matter of course the 
theological graduate on taking his fir.st 
parish, is quite ignorattt of the varied 
practical interests which absorb the time 
and attention of his laymen; and as the 
average layman is apt to be about cciually 
ignorant along lines of modern theology, 
there is at first a gulf between tlieni 
which is notably well represented by 
Mark Twain in his effort of Buck Fan- 
sliaw’s pal, Scotty, to negotiate with the 
newly arrived divinity student concern- 
ing the funeral of his friend. This gulf 
may be bridged in time, provided the 
minister is "a good fellow." Good fel- 
lowship alone, however, is insufficient. 
He must recognize the necessity of mak- 
ing a serious effort to comprehend the 
point of view of laymen and to gain some 
information concerning the practical in- 
terests which occupy all their faculties 
for si.x (lays in the week, and a large 
siiare of their thought on the seventh. 

minister is apt to hesitate about going 
to the oflice or place of business of any 
of his laymen ; and such hesitation is 
right and pnulent. As a rule he shtiold 
not go without an errand or an invita- 
tion, but if he has any tact it ought not 
to be difficult for him to make an errand 
or secure an invitation. He may have to 
overcome a prelimiiury shade of Mispi- 
cion that he is going to be a lH)re; but if 
ho is ill reality a good fellow he will 
be fully compen.^ated by the cordiality 
which will be extended all the more 
heartily when he has disproved the mis- 
pieion. Having gone thus far it should 
not he forgotten that the purpose of the 
vi>it is the enlightenment, not of the 
layman but of the minister. The latter 


slnmld not be led cither by his own in- 
clination, or'thc formal politeness of his 
host, to talk about religion or the affairs 
of the parish, except in .so far as rerquired 
to do so by the necessity of some real 
errand; but should rather Ic.id the lay- 
man to instruct him in matters connected 
with the lallcr's business which the min- 
ister docs not understand and of which 
he should be glad to learn. Wherever 
time and leisure permit a genuine and 
unobstriisivc interest on the part of a 
minister is sure to win a lie.iriy rcspon.sc 
from any of his laymen, and almost with- 
out exception the gain to the minister 
from such a visit t.s greater than he 
would get from the same amount of time 
devoted to the most up-to-date and able 
treatise on economics, philosophy or eth- 
ics. For what he may learn from such a 
visit is not an isolated set of unrelated 
facts, but quite the contrary an insight 
into the common commercial, industrial 
and financial cnrrcut.s of the life of the 
time, which will enable him, through 
first hand information, to correct or sup- 
plement the false or incomplete deduc- 
tions or tlicori.sts, while at the same time 
gaining the point of view of practical 
men who arc doing the world’.s work in- 
stead of tlicorizing^about it. 

Then, tcxi, as the layman discovers in 
his minister a genuine interest in the 
things w'liich constitute so much of his 
own lif«i he will take pleasure in discus- 
•sing with him the plans and problems 
which most clo.scly concern him, thus 
bringing the two men into intimate re- 
lations of mutual confidence, respect and 
.sympathy. It is a truism, that a house 
going pastor make church going people ; 
but it is equally true that the minister 
who shows himself really interested in 
the aflfairs of his men, will soon find 
them ready to stand shoulder to shoulder 
with him in those things which arc sup- 
posed to be more c.specially his concern. 
They may at first do this merely because 
they believe in him; but if he is the right 
sort of a leader, they will soon be taking 
rc.sponsiblity in the affairs of the church 
with the same heartiness, because they 
believe also in the things for which he 
stands. 

I have assumed that the first move to- 
ward this closer intimacy between min- 
ister and laymen, should come from the 
former; but this is one of those instances 
where the layman can hardly e.'icape re- 
sponsibility, if he fails to place before 
his minister the open door of a hearty 
invitation. 

Concerning the second specification, 
those professional peculiarities in speech 
and dress and manner common among a 
certain class of niimstcrs, there is little 
to say and much to avoid. The clerical 
garb, the unctious tone, the use of 
churchly phrases, the professional man- 
ner, w’hich proclaitn, in social gather- 
ings, or on the street, “here comes the 
minister,” draws around him an invisi- 
ble hut effectual barrier which hinders 
mutual understanding and confirms in 
the mind of everyone who meets Inin 
the impression of unreality against which 
wc niiist strive. The remark of one of 
our official household a year or two ago, 
that Lhiitarian ministers seem to be 
chiefly occupied for six days in the week 
ill trying to act as if they were not min- 
isters, ic.ads us to hope like the First 
Player, that "Wc have reformed that in- 
differently with us." But the retort of 
Hamlet still applies: "O, reform it alto- 
gether!” 

The exaggerations of the pulpit have 
become proverbial. The reports of ser- 
mons in the Mond.ay morning papers af- 
ford ample occasion to make the judi- 
cious grieve. Has the serving of wine 
at sonic private dinner been chronicled in 
the society columns of the preceding 
week, then the fashionable women of the 
metropolis are coiidcmned c’u wiawr by 
.some sen.sational preacher as tiplers, in- 
ebriates and thoroughly immoral per- 
sons, though the preacher may have no 
personal knowledge whatever as to the 
character or habits of a single member 
of the clas.s he so wantonly attack.^. If 
the playing of bridge at social gatherings 
has been mentioned in the. press, then 
some pulpit is found denouncing this 
dragging of young women into the mire 
of moral degreUation by means of this 
wide spread craze for gambling. Should 
the sermon theme touch on the distribu- 
tion of wealth, wc are qiiitc'sure to find 
a sweeping statement that all great for- 
tunes have been amassed by mctiiod.s 
worse than piracy or highway robbery, 
and that the possessors of such fortunes 
are men unworthy to be recognized 
among decent people. In like manner 
corporations of all kinds are apt to be 
described as existing chiefly for the pur- 
pose of violating law and perverting jus- 
tice. Whatever .speci.il evil is ntt.ackvd 
is usually referred to as incre.ising every 
year to a most alarming extent, though 
well informed and reliable writers may 
have noted a steady but gradual itu- 
proveinent in that ixirticiilar line for tiie 
past two or three generations. But let 
u.s not ex:iggerate this evil. .\t its worst 
it is u weak and senseless striving after 
.sensational cfTccts. .\t its best it is a 
mistaken ctTort at forcible .and convinc- 
ing speech, since, in the very nature of 
things, among thoughtful people, a guard 
ed statement is more convincing than a 
reckless one. In any event it is serious- 
ly prejudicial to the st.'inding of the pul- 
pit. For although the purpose of the c.v- 
aggerated statement may be to strength- 
en the influence of moral verities, its 
actual ciTect will he to weaken the influ- 
dice of the preacher, especially .among 
men who in their own conversation are

The <lelcgatcs were called to meet 
at three o’clock but on account of an er- 
ror in the time .set in the Natick cre- 
dentials it was necessary to adjourn un- 
til 3.30. The committee on Credentials 
first reported 48 present and at the sug- 
gestion of Mr. Bancroft of Natick the 
Chair asked if any delegate had 
omitted to send in his credential. There 
was a hearty laugh when Mr. Bancroft 
proved to be the person who had the 
missing credential. 

Before coming down to the import- 
ant business of Uic day, a district com- 
mittee consisting of the chairman of the 
town committees, tlte chairman of the 
city committee of Newton, the chair- 
man of the seven ward committees of 
Newton and the member of the state 
committee from this district were elected 
a district committee for 1907. Mr. Wil- 
liam M. Flanders was elected a member 
of the state committee by acclamation. 
The district committee was given au- 
tliority to fill a vacancy in the nomina- 
tion made by the convention. 

Willi this minor business out of the 
way, the ground was cleared for action. 
Mr. Cutter of Ashland then nominated 
Air. George L. Heminway of Hopkin- 
ton. saving in part — The towns of Na- 
tick. \Vatertown and the city of New- 
ton have had the senatorship for the 
past 9 years. We of the western end of 
the "deestrict” have stood by your nom- 
inee lo>-ally, particularly by judge Dana. 
We have been told that when it was our 
turn we should receive loyal support in 
turn. Natick has had during the past 9 
years, a senator and district attorney, 
and has now the County commissioner 
and a member of Congress. She has 
had all she is entitled to. Framingham 
ought to have the nomination this year, 
but objections have been made to the 
man whom Framingham desires. We i 
who live in neighboring towns and who ! 
know him have no such objections. We j 
believe in him and trust him. But Mr. I 
McPher.«on, knowing these objections 
has stepped aside, and has now with- 
drawn from this contest in favor of Hop- 
kinton and we now come asking the I 
nomination of Judge George L. Hem- 1 
inwny of Hopkinton, with the united I 
support of all the towns west of Natick ! 
with one exception. Afr. Cutter then | 
pleaded with the delegates to use the 
Golden Rule and to do unto others, po- 
litically, what they would like to have 
done unto them. 

Mr. Cutter’s speech was well received; 
it was clear cut, concise, and directly to 
the point. Mr. Charles Bancroft of Na- 
tick then nominated Air. AIcManus in a 
rambling and tiresome speech, in which 
he liad tlie bad taste to ridicule Air, 
Heminway and Hopkinton. He said 
that his candidate had had an active, 
varied and energetic experience as a 
lawyer and knew the needs of the dis- 
trict. He was not a paragon : he was 
human. A good lawyer, and excellent 
legislator and well thought of in his 
own town. He represented a class 
which Republicans must recognize if we 
intend to control the state and nation. 
And it was only right and fair to accord 
a nomination to a man of this cla.ss. The 
ballot was then taken and Mr. McAIanus 
received 35 votes and Air. Heminway, 
14. Mr. McManus was then escorted to 
the hall and accepted the nomination 
.saying in part, in an eloquent speech, 
that he did not consider this a personal 
victory, but a victory for the principles 
for wliich he had been contending since 
he was 18 years of age. He believed 
that the Republican party knew neither, 
race nor creed but welcomed all who 
.supported .American institutions. He 
referred to Judge Dana n.s “an ideal leg- 
islator” and said that while he could 
not expect to attain his high standard he 
would .■serve .so that he could return the 
flag at the end of his term, unsullied and 
unstained. He would so conduct him- 
self ns not to cause you to blush for 
shame and would win your respect and 
esteem. 

Following adjournment, the delegates 
were given a lunch by Mr. McManus. 

Renominated 

.At the Republican congressional con- 
vention for iJie twelfth district last Sat- 
urday noon at Wesleyan Hall, Boston, 
Congrcs.sman John W. Weeks of New- 
ton was unanimously renominated by ac- 
clamation. .Mr. Seward W. Jones of New- 
ton called the convention to order and 
the Newton members of the district 
committee later elected were Messrs. 
Frederick Johnson, William F. Carce- 
lou, Seward F. Jones and Charles E. 
Hatfield. 

Capiaiti Weeks was nomina.tecl by ex 
alderman George Hutchflison. who has 
had the honor of naming Mr. Weeks for 
every political oftice he has filled. Mr. 
l-lutchiiison spoke as follows: — 

Mr. Chairman and Delegates, 

With entire confidence I ask you to 
unanimously rc-noininate as Represen- 
tative to Congress from the Twelfth 
District the lion. John M’. Weeks of 
Newion. 

It is not necessary that I be otherwise 
than prudent in my praise, for you all

tile \oters of this commonwealth, or of 
thi- nation.

Field Day 

Members of the board of aldermen 
were guests of Mayor Warren last Sat- 
urday on the annual iiispecton of the 
city property and work. The party start- 
ed from City hall. West Newton, at nine 
o'clock in cis^it automobiles and includ- 
ed Mayor Warren, President (jartcr, 
Aldcrtncn Burr, Cabot, Holmes, White, 
Clarke, Dolicrty, Beck, Weston, Hunt, 
Bishop and Converse, Street Commis- 
sioner Ross, City Engineer Farnham, 
Water Conim>s.sioncr Whitney, Build- 
ings Commissioner Elder, Overseer of 
the Poor Fowlc, Chief of Fire Dept. 
Randlctt and Health Agent Libbcy. The 
first stop was made at the Ncwtonvillc 
Truck house %vhcre a hitch up was made 
and the men showed the aldermen how 
to slide down the brass pole. The Crafts 
street .stable of the street department 
was thoroughly looked over with many 
flattering comments. A flying visit was 
then made to the site of the proposed 
Nonantum school house and over the re- 
cently reconstructed Dalby street. The 
Water department pipe yard and stable 
on Watertown street was next in order 
and its appearance commented upon. 
The Auburndalc avenue stable also in- 
terested the aldermen as the next stop- 
ping place. At the Wc.st Newton En- 
gine ftousc there was another hitch up. 
a little faster than at Ncwtonvillc, and 
an interesting exhibition of hose work 
on Lincoln park. Two .streams of water 
from a hydrant were thrown fully 125 
feet in the air, showing the heavy pres- 
sure of our water supply on the lower 
levels of the city. The two streams were 
then put into a twin coupling and the 
water turned on. Three men were un- 
able to hold this stream and the hose 
getting away from them, caused a funny 
exhibition for a few minutes. The stream 
of water twisted and turned on the lawn 
and the men throwing themselves upon 
the hose were spun around like tops. 
The next stop was at the work of re- 
btiilding the Concord street bridge at 
the Lower Falls. A brief visit was then 
made to a section of Waban, where own- 
ers of four new hoii.scs arc asking for 
sewer facilities. Commonwealth avenue 
from Wa.shington street to Hammond 
street was thoroughly looked over. The 
automobile travel on this road has liter- 
ally taken the top completely off of it, 
and some twelve thousand dollars will be 
required to place it in proper condition. 
Commissioner Ross had laid a portion 
of the avenue near Fuller street with a 
preparation called “Tarvia" and careful 
attention was given it by the aldermen. 
This construction calls for a light layer 
of tar and pitch spread over the u.sual 
macadam, the top screenings being 
placed on top of the tar and rolled. The 
j result is Mimc^lng tike a tar roofing 
I and will require time to prove its wear- 
ing qualities. So far as known the con- 
struction seems best for automobile trav- 
el. Its cost is but 5 cents per square 
yard, or $1,000 a mile for a road way as 
wide as Commonwealth avenue. The 
view from the top of Waban reservoir 
was enjoyed for a moment and the party 
then proceeded to the Newton Centre 
engine house thru Hammond and Bea- 
con stress. Fire headquarters with its 
array of (flittering mechanism was an at- 
tractive sight, but the schedule allowed 
only a brief stop. Glen avenue bridge, 
the grade crossing work on the south 
side of the Newton Centre station were 
passed rapidly. A stop was made at the 
work on Hie Paul brook near Oxford 
road, and at the Centre street abutniont, 
where the best general view of the en- 
tire work can be obtained. .A quick run 
thru Newton Highlands and Walnut 
street to the Newton Clubhouse and 
hincli, was appreciated. Oyer an hour 
was spent enjoying the hospitality of the 
Mayor and when a return was mailc to 
the automobiles, .Alderman Palmer 
joined the party. .A stop was made on 
Crystal street where the residents desire 
a tree removed, and the new bridge at 
ftyde street and Boylston street were in- 
.spected. The next point was the new 
culvert, just completed for the East 
branch of the Charles river at Boylston 
street. The uselessness of this work was 
openly commented upon. From there 
the party went to the Pumping station 
and the great improvement over the pre- 
ceding year in the matter of lighting was 
noted. A beautiful ride followed thru 
the woods on the Needham side of 
Charles river to the Kcnrick bridge, 
thence thru Nahanton and Winchester 
streets to the almshouse. Mr. Fowle's 
needs were here placed before the alder- 
men and a careful inspection made of the 
entire building. While this was being 
done. Mr. Ross gave a few minutes of 
pleasure to one of the inmates, 89 years 
of age, by taking him on a little automo- 
bile ride. From the Alm.sliouse, the Oak 
Hill .streets were inspected, a turn made 
at the stone crusher at Florence street, 
a stop made at the Stearns brook im- 
provement on Walnut and Dedham 
streets and a run over the recently ma- 
cadamized streets of Newton Highlands. 
The last place visited was the north side 
of Centro street bridge and the gather- 
ing rain clouds caused the party to 
quickly scatter to their homes.

The same mistake is common among 
Inisincss men. The health of youth is an 
invested health : it cannot be called up- 
on for instant service, unless by constant 
practice it is kept at call. 

Ovir ex-athlete was .souml and healthy 
hut he was "not working at it:" he was 
simply riditig out his momentum. There 
is :i time when momentum must slacken 
and cease. If a m:m is thoughtful he will 
keep his reserve fund of energy replen 
ished, rather than run until it is all gone 
and trust to luck for a lift. 

Health, like rubber, deteriorates nn^o 
from non-use than from «lemaiul. Tin 
way to save it, is to use it. The busi 
ness man aiwl any man whose occupa- 
tion makes but small physical demand, 
must keep his health by’ evtraordinary 
measures. It can't be neglected with 
out sure penalty.

Many Hearings at Ten O’clock Ses- 
sion Monday Evening 

Subject of Police Pensions Introduced and to be 
Considered Later 


Routine business only was before the 
aldermen at their meeting last Monday 
evening. Vice President Ellis presided 
in the absence of President Carter and 
the others present were Aldermen Beck, 
Bishop, Bosson, Bowen, Burr, Cabot, 
Day, Doherty, Holmes, Hunt, Palmer, 
Stone, Underwood, Webster, Weston 
and White. 

At the hearings on petitions of the 
Telephone Company for attachments on 
Chestnut street, Lexington street, and 
River street, no one appeared. There 
were several pcttlion.s of the Gas Light 
Co. for pole locations. On Fairfax 
street, Mr. F. ). Burrage said that the 
pole was now on his front lawn and he 
wished it removed. On Sewall street 
Mr. .A. E. Mann asked for a postpone- 
ment as several abuttors were unable to 
be present. On Woodcliffc road, Mr. R. 
F. Alvord said he wished the electric 
light and was in favor. On Park street 
a remonstrance wa.s sent in from Mrs. E. 
L. Waitt. 

On petition of L. A. Sprague for re- 
moval of trees on Perkins, Mr. Sprague 
appeared and said this tree was directly 
in front of his walk and if removed he 
thouglit the adjoining trees would meet 
in their tops. There was no one direct- 
ly or indirectly interested except him- 
self. 

On the hearings for altering and wid- 
ening Boylston street at Jackson street, 
Boylston street at Winchester street, 
Waverley avenue at Kcnrick street, and 
of Hancock street and for taking land 
for sewer between Lincoln and Boyl- 
ston streets, no one appeared. On the 
laying out of Cook street under the bet- 
terment act, Mr. Hugh Murnaghan said 
he had lived on the street for 15 years 
and had tried hard to get it accepted. 
]Mr. John Keating said all but a few 
abuttors were in favor and were willing 
to p.iy their share of the expense. Henry 
Duggan and Pietro Sauro also spoke in 
favor, and there was no opposition. 

The appointments of William H. 
Thomas and of Thomas J. Lyons as con- 
stables were received from the mayor 
and confirmed. The mayor also trans- 
mitted the claim of John P. Leahy for 
damages for the death of Cornelius 
Lane, killed while in the employ of the 
city and it was referred to the Claims 
Committee. 

Petitions of Mary F. McGraw for in- 
telligence office license and of G, W. 
Dunicavy for 2 pool tabic licenses were 
referred to the License committee. Pe- 
tition of Xagle ct al for sewer in Crafts 
street was referred to the Committee on 
Public Works and later, on favorable re- 
port, was ordered constructed. Peti- 
tion of Rivinius ct al for concrete side- 
walk Irvington street under the better- 
ment act was referred to the same com- 
mittee. On petitions of H. E. Bothfeld 
ct al for removal of trees on Centre and^ 
Richardson streets and of A. E- Mayell 
cl al for hearing on petition for junk li- 
cense of Morris Greenwald, hearings 
were ordered for Nov. 5th. 

On recommendations of the Finance 
Committee, a grant of $23,733.33 for city 
expenses to Nbv, 15 was ordered, var- 
ious transfers authorized in the School, 
Police and Health departments and the 
rale of interest on unpaid taxes estab- 
lished. The same Committee also ap- 
proved the passage of orders recom- 
mended by tlie Public Works commttce. 

On recommendation of the Public 
Works committee orders were adopted 
for water mains in Albemarle road, 
Brookside avenue, Commonwealth ave- 
nue. Wachusett road, and Gay .street, 
$1135. laying out Cook street under the 
betterment act and appropriating $675 
for construction of said street; reliev- 
ing City collector of collection of sewer 
assessment of \\*. C. Boyden, Foster 
street; ami authorizing receipt of $608 
for work on Stearns brook. The same 
commiliee rejioried no action necessary 
on order for sidewalks, southerly side 
of Fairfax street and ought not to pass 
an order for sitlewalks on the northerly 
side of same street. 

On recommendation of the Public 
Franchise committee the Telephone com- 
pany was gninlcd attachments on Hull 
>ireel. Beaumont avenue, Grove street, 
Jackson road and relocatif)ns on Boyl- 
ston street, the Newton & Boston St. 
Kwv. Co. was granted a relocation of its 
tracks on High and Hlliot^streeis, J. W. 
Crowell permit to locate a 10 H. P. gas 
engine on Commonwealth avenue, D. if. i 
Kobblee, to keep and sell gasolene on 
Brook street, Chas. P. Edwards a mi- 
nor’s license, ami John J. Kenney was 
gniiued leave to withdraw on petition 
for a wagon license and to transport 
liquor. AUlernian Wel^ter queried the 
recommendation of this committee that 
junk licenses be granted to U. Meilman 
and to Timothy F. Keefe. Alderman 
Palmer staled that Meilman had been 
done an injustice by the application of 


the rule requiring citizenship as a quali- 
fication to receive a junk license, as he 
had filed his papers two years before. 
He bad a good record and kept a clean 
place. The license was granted. .Alder- 
man Webster objected to granting any 
new licenses when the Keefe petition 
was under consideration. Me thought 
there were enough licenses now 
; in force and that it was not necessary to 
; grant any more. Alderman Palmer said 
that the applicant was of a class which 
would improve the junk business and 
that the Chief of Police said that 15 li- 
censes were none too many. Alderman 
Weston said that Keefe was the type of 
a man whom the city ought to have in 
the junk business. The license was then 
granted. 

An order accepting the provisions of 
Chapter 108 Revised Laws authorizing 
the granting of police pensions was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Rules. 

Alderman Weston of the Rules com- 
mittee then presented the proposed draft 
of the revised ordinances which have 
been under consideration for some 
months. He urged the passage of the 
ordinances to be enrolled in order that 
they might be printed at once. Aider- 
man Holmes objected to voting on them 
until he had had aii opportunity to look 
them over and the matter was assigned 
for the next meeting of the board.

New Rector 

Rev. Harry W. Perkins, who has just 
accepted a call to the rectorship of the 
Church of the Redeemer, Chestnut Hill, 
comes to this city from Clirist church at 
Burlington, la., where he has been rec- 
tor for almost 12 years.

The voters of this grand old Common- 
tvealth are confronted with a condition, 
not a theorj-, in the political contest for 
the governorship now pending. The sit- 
uation is somewhat similar to that of the 
nation in 1896, when the common hon- 
esty of the .\merican people was threat- 
ened witli the plea for cheap money. Now 
the people of this state arc called upon 
to choose between a champion of com- 
mon decency and morality, respect for 
the law and high ideals on one hand and 
the debauchery of the judiciary, the use 
of legal maeWnery to gratify political 
animosities and attain private ends, and 
a disgusting sensationalism on the other. 
There should be but one answer to the 
question on November 5th, from a con- 
stituency which has lionorcd itself by the 
election of such men as Roger Walcott, 
John D. Long, Murray Crane and others 
of that class. But it is not enough to say 
that the answer will be as we anticipate 
next month. It is not well to take such 
things for granted. The “unthinking 
masses’ who inhabit our aristocratic dis- 
tricts. and whose thoughtlessness in neg- 
lecting their franchise rights, has con- 
tributed to so many defeats in the past, 
should be urged again and again to en- 
ter their protest thru the ballot against 
Moranism, Hearstism and all that those 
isms imply. The political honor of the 
Bay State is at hazard, and patriotic cit- 
izens of all parties should unite under the 
banner of Governor Guild to work and 
pray that “God Save the Commonwealth 
of Massachu.^etts. 

The laying out of Cook street, Nonan- 
tum, under the betterment act by the al- 
dermen last Monday evening is a de- 
cided compliment to the careful and on- 
enus work done by Alderman Doherty. 
This street, one of tlic most thickly set- 
tled in the Nonantum district, has al- 
ways been an eye sore for many years 
on account of its unkempt appearance. 
Efforts to induce its abuitors to conlrib* 
lUe towards the expense of putting it in 
condition for acceptance by the city have 
hiterto proved futile. Alderman Doher- 
ty deserves great credit for bringing con- 
flicting interests into harmony and for 
the improvement of the Nonantum dis- 
trict, which will follow. 

The local Army post is to make an 
effort to procure a pension for police 
Captain Joiin Ryan, who has been in 
bad shape physically for some time. It 
is first necessary to have the act author- 
izing the pensioning of police, accepted 
by the aldermen and then induce the city ' 
authorities to act on Captain Ryan’s 
case. There is no doubt but what the 
seniinieiu of the city is in favor of grant- 
ing police pensions. hen the firemen's 
pen.^ion act was presented for a referen- 
dum a few years ago it was accepted by 
a substantial vote altho that act is far 
less satisfactory in its details than the 
police statute.

DEDICATED 


Fine New Building of West Newton 
Unitarian Society 


simple and Impressive Services Last Sunday Evening 
Before a Large Audience 


Another beautiful church edifice has 
been added to the fine buildings of this 
city, as the dedication last Sunday even- 
ing of the new structure of the First 
Unitarian Society in Newton at West 
Newton was the second affair of the kind 
which has taken place this fall. 

Nearly one thousand people gathered 
in the beautiful Gothic edifice on Sunday 
evening to join in the act of dedication, 
which was characterized by its simplic- 
ity and spontaneous enthusiasm. The 
large audience joined heartily in the con- 
gregational singing, which has always 
been a delightful feature of the service 
at this church, and listened with atten- 
tion and eagerness to the glowing words 
of Rev. Dr. Francis G. Peabody who de- 
livered the sermon. The program in- 
cluded the Organ prelude by Mr. Charles 
S. Johnson the organist; singing of tlie 
Doxology; prayer by Rev. Francis Tif- 
fany, a former pastor; reading of the 
Scriptures by Rev. L. Hudson of 
Channing Church, sermon by Dr. Pea- 
body; presentation of the keys of the 
building by Mr. George H. Ellis in be- 
half of Mr. Josiah E. Bacon, chairman of 
the Building committee; acceptance of 
the keys by Mr. Edwin B. Haskell, of 
the board of Trustees; the act of dedi- 
cation by Rev. Julian C. Jaynes, the pas- 
tor, and the people; the prayer of dedi- 
cation by Rev. Dr. Samuel A. Eliot, 
president .American Unitarian Associa- 
tion; chanting of the Lord's prayer and 
the benediction. The hymns which were 
interspersed in the above service were 
read by Rev. .A. H. Brown of the New- 
ton Centre Unitarian church, .All of the 
officiating clergymen wore robes, and 
the pastor will continue that custom iti 
the future. 

Dr. Peabody's sermon was on ‘'the 
open door" and he .spoke in part as fol- 
lows : — 

“There arc two kinds of religion which 
make their appeals to opposite sides of 
human life. They have the same source, 
but move in opposite directions. One 
kind of religion thinks of life as at rest; 
the other thinks of life as in motion. 
One is the answer to the prayer for 
peace ; the other is the answer to the 
prayer for progre.ss. One is tlie religion 
of repose; the oilier is the religion of 
action. Every little that we know is 
thus the gate to the great unknown, and 
every little done is the way to the possi- 
bility of doing more. 

“Now this leading of us from room to 
room and from door to door — from gifts 
of liberty to richer gifts of duty — is iiotli- 
iiig other tlian religion. It is often fan- 
cied tliat the religious life is a restrict- 
ive discipline, but no greater mistake 
can be made al>oiu it than to reduce it 
to the munantic, the ascetic state of 
mind. Subinissiun, self-denying, renun- 
ciation, are asked of every man. But 
the first appeal of the religion of Jesus 
in tlie modern world is to the sense of 
j)i>wer, of initiative, of action, and of 
desire. It iisk.s of you not a denial, but 
an aninnation — not a remmeiation, but 
an acce|jtance — not a retreat, liut an ad- 
vance — not an abandonment of your con- 
victions, but the repulsive power of the 
new eunviction.s. 

“Wiiat is life but jusl to pusS from 
room to room of the grvat lioiise of ex- 
pei'iencc and iind each room more am|)le 
and more satisfying? What has one a 
right to ask of life but just a cUunce to 
enter into tlie larger world and the larger 
service? And wliat is the great mistake 
of life? It is to halt in the mite-cham- 
bers of experience, and never learn how 
spacious life may be. That is tlie kind 


of religion, then, which, in gratitude and 
in hope, we dedicate this church to- 
night." 

The report of the Building Committee 
as read by Mr. Ellis .and the reply of 
Mr. Haskell follow:— 

In behalf of the Building Committee, 


I the subscriptions received from those 
I who arc not connected with our society. 

The Easter offering which was so gen- 
erous showctl your committee how gen- 
eral was the interest in our new church. 

The carving of the twelve stone cor- 
bels which add so much to the interior 
was the gift of individuals and various 
societies connected with our church in 
memory of former members of the par- 
ish, The pulpits in the clnircli and Sun- 
day .school room also the font were given 
by tlie Sund.ay school. The furnishings 
of the church and Parish house wore 
contributed by the women of the society, 
.A memorial window already placed, was 
given in nicinary of one who was not 
only a generous giver, but an earnest 
worker in promoting the welfare of this 
society. Three other windows arc al- 
ready promised. 

The committee feel that wc have a 
dignified church worthy of the archi- 
tects, a commodious parisli house well 
adapted to the usc.s of the various soci- 
i ctics connected with our Church, the 
whole complete in all its details. 

To you. Mr. Ilaskcll, rcpre.scnting 
the Trustees, I turn over the keys of 
this building with the wish that it may 
prove all that wc have tried to make it, 
a home for our society. 

Mr. Haskell replied as follows: — 

With feelings of pleasure and satis- 
faction. shared by all, and on behalf of 
the Board of trustees, I accept from you, 
the representative of the Building Com- 
mittee, the keys of this completed church 
and parish house. 

In doing so I know T represent the 
sentiments not only of the Trustees, but 
of every member of the parish, when I 
express to you our appreciation of the 
valuable sendee of the Building Com- 
mittee, and. without detracting from the 
work of any other.s — all of whom have 
done well — especially of the service of 
Mr. Josiah E. Bacon, who adds modesty 
to his other virtues, as the chairman of 
your committee. We did not ncecLto be 
convinced of his ability for this work. 
There was, from the first, a general con- 
sensus of opinion that we had the right 
man in the right place, and wc have been 
delighted to observe, as the work pro- 
gressed his zeal, diligence and patience 


man is capable. Let us not forget that

The now building is constructed of 
Weymouth sc.^m face granite with 
trimmings of Indiana limestone.

week of most interesting golf on the | 
grounds of the Brae Burn Country Club, 
West Newton, was brought to a fitting 
close last Saturday by the win of tlic 
national championship of the Woman’s 
Golf Association by Miss Harriot S. 

I Curtis of the Essex Country Club. The 
I week had witnessed some exciting con- 
! tests between the women of the west 
and those from the cash but the finals 
cainc between Miss Mary B. Adam.s of 
the Oakley Club and Miss Curtis both ; 
representatives of the cast. 

To one who is not a golfer, the match 
last Saturday was interesting, not only 
for the incidents of the game itself, but 
for the gallery which followed every 
move of the players. The crowd which 
numbered some two hundred and fifty at 
the beginning at ten o'clock grew rapidly 
larger and at the ninth hole probably 
reached fifteen hundred. The gallery 
was well managed from tlic very start. 
Members of tlie committee and volunteer 
assistants by tlic score helped to rim tlic 
rope and at every play the crowd was 
kept back from one hundred and fifty to 
I two hundred feet. This was quite a 
j drawback at certain holes and prevented 
; a sight of some clever putting on the 
: greens. At the word “stand” every per- 
son would stop short in his or her tracks 
and conversation was carried on in wliis- 
I pers, in order that moving figures or the 
' spoken word might not disconcert tlic 
players. In only one instance did the 
gallery stop a driven ball and that made 
no difference to the stroke. The writer 
was fortunate enough to fall in with a 
golfing friend who knew the leading fig- 
ures in the sport and it was interesting 
to hear his comments on the experts as 
they were frequently passed. Here was 
a man who could drive a ball farther 
than any other player in the country and 
indeed his broad shonUlcr.s and muscular 
frame seemed powerful enough to send 
a little golf ball out of sight.

There arc to be more stringent inspections of steam boilers, 
so that greater safeguards may be thrown about the 
people working in buildings where boilers are used. 

Foundries arc now compelled to provide sanitary conve- 
niences for the welfare of their employes. 

Wage earners who are quarantined on account of contagious 
diseases are to be compensated. 

Several important amendments to the savings banks laws, 
making the savings of the people safer have been en- 
acted.

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GOVERNOR GUILD. 


Governor Guild has answered his crit- 
ics in the matter of appointment of Hon. 
William F. Dana of this city as a justice 
of the Superior Court in these words: — 

“My opponent's principal newspaper 
organ states that Judge Dana was re- 
warded for voting against the overtime 
bill by a seat on the bench of the Su- 
perior Court. This is falsehood No. 9. 
It is as preposterous a lie as it would be 
to say that Judge Rugg was .appointed 
by me to the Supreme bench because on 
one occasion in n libel suit he acted as 
attorney for the Boston American’s pub- 
lishers. 

“One word more in regard to Judge 
Dana. The overtime bill svas defeated 
on March 23. The first intimation that 
I’resident Dana received in regard to 
the judgeship was long afterwards. He 
was confirmed as judge on Juno 20. He 
never asked for this appointment. He 


never knew I was considering his name. 
His appointment, now attacked, was at 
the time commended by legislators in 
both houses, including members who had 
been prominent in their advocacy of the 
overtime bill. I appointed William F. 
Dana because of a conviction that he 
possessed those qualifications that will 
make an honorable, upright, learned and 
jpst judge. 

“Let me say further, however, that if 
after this statement, any man pretends 
he believes that Judge Dana sought or 
that I offered or granted his appoint- 
ment to the bench of Massachusetts on 
political grounds or as a corrupt reward 
for his action on a matter of legislation. 
I I do not want his vote. .\ man who 
, would circulate such a story must him- 
j self he actuated by motives too contemp- 
tible to fit him to vote iuicliigcntly on 
j any subject.

Newton Federation Meeting 

The fall meeting of the Newton Fed- 
eration of Women’s Clubs was held at 
the New Church parlors, Newtonville, 
on Tuesday fternoon, October 23. In 
aceortlance with the general spiril of the 
Federation, to devote time to the on- 1 
<.iileratiun of subjects of vit.tl 'iit'^rcst j 
to the community, it was decided to pre- ' 
sent for the pn^gram of this mcet iig a 
description of the School City as it has | 
been tried in the various public schools | 
of the state. Mr. Ralph Albertson, Secre- 
tary of the School City Association, 
brought to the members the results of 
“Two Years of the School City in Mas- 
sachusetts.” 

lie explained that by the School City 
is meant the urgauizution of the pupils 
of a school after the pattern of a city 
govermueiU. W'here .there are a number 
of rooms, as in the city schools, each 


room represents a w.ird or in the case of 
only one general room, the different 
rows arc considered wards. A mayor, 
aldermen and other officials are elected 
by the pupils. Certain other officers, as fi 
chief of police, policemen, etc., are ap- 
pointed as is customary in real cities 
and peace and good order arc carefully 
guarded by these officers. When arrests 
arc made a judge from among the pupils 
hears the case and renders a decision. 
I^ck of alt this is a charter which is 
granted by the tctichcrs, the principal 
standing in relation to the school much 
as the governor docs in actual affairs, 
while he is also the supreme court. No 
principal should intercfcrc with the 
workings of the system unless absolute- 
ly necessary. .All the successful 'cities” 
are operated tinder a charter and for the 
most part these charters are adhered to 
with faithfulness. These “cities” have 
been carried on for a year or more in 
many of the public schools in the state 
and have been successful in every case 
where the te.-ichers were truly interested 
and gave their sympathy to the move- 
ment, tvhile failure has come when the 
teachers did not feel a real interest or 
l.'ickcd a real knowledge of the subject. 

The object of the School City, he said, 
is that the children may grow up into 
better citizens, that they may gain a 
practical knowledge of civtc.s and as a 
result a better state of morals will be 
developed in the future. There arc at 
present about twenty school cities in 
Massachusetts and about one hundred 
outside of this state, Mr. Albertson 
quoted the opinion of many teachers in 
regard to it and all who have had .suc- 
cess arc heartily in favor with the sys- 
tem. A principal from a Connecticut 
school in answering a .set of que.qions 
sent ou? from the Massachusetts Feder- 
ation relative to the results of this work, 
stated that the work of diseiplim: h.ul 
been less arduous for the teachers and 
the nervous strain much less severe up- 
thc nervous strain much less served up- 
on them since its adoption, while there 
had been improvement in conduct m all 
parts of the school builidng.

In other words, he 
is deliberately avoiding his responsibili- 
ties to the State and putting the obli- 
gations w’hich arc his on the shoulders 
of others, for of course if he docs not 
pay his pro rata others must pay more 
than theirs. In this instance, therefore, 
this citizen who is part of the Slate, 
while lie may be honest or think he is 
honest in his dealings between hinuself 
and other men as indivduaU^ cannot be 
an honest man if he does what I have 
outlined and he is deliberately turning 
away from one of the very essential 
qualities which go to make up the good 
citizen, and which the church prescribes. 

He must knotv the truth. It is a puz- 
zling question in our complex life to 
differentiate the true from the false. 
There is naturally an infinite number of 
standards. What is assumed to be a 
irutii in one locality may be consideed 
of little value in another. We hear the j 
expression — “When in Rome do as the I 
Romans do." That is based on the | 
thought that even if the standard of tltc ( 
Romans is not our standard we should 
accept their customs when we are en- j 
joying their hospitality. To determine, j 
however, what truth really is, one mu s’: 
develop the moral sense, must have ear- 
nestness of purpose and desire to do the 
tilings which are true and he must at the 
same time have intellectual capacity de- 
veloped and must have ability to tnink. 
Young men, especially, must be greatly 
puzzled to know in social and political 
life whether the standards which they 
have learned at their own home, which, 
quite likely, arc not the st.-'nd irds where 
they complete their education or where 
they start in their business or profes- 
sional careers, arc correct, and it would 
be much too difficult and too prolonged 
a process for me to attempt to point out 
what is true and what is not true. 

We are constantly in this country in 
the midst of political discussions. Men 
exploit themselves and aheir friends as 
reformers, as seekers after the truth. 
Their opponents deny this and claim 
that the virtues which they or their can- 
didates possess arc the truth. The only 
suggestion I can make is that a man must 
have sufficient clearness of perception to 
separate the false claimant from the 
true; that he must deiennine whetlier 
the things which a man claims are in- 
herently and everlastingly right or the 
reverse. No man can base his standard 
on any other foundation. If experience 
and previous record show that a claim- 
ant or a principle has been for the best 
interests of all the people, then it may 
be reasonably presume^ tltat tliey, to a 
large extent, at least, represent the 
truth and it is most important in our po- 
litical life to determine the true from 
the false if we are to maintain the stand- 
ards on which the Republic was founded 
an<l which have lived down to the pres- 
ent day. 

He must /lutr love . — and when I say 
love in this sense. I mean patriotism. — 
love for his country, and it is es.scntial 
that this quality of patriotism be not de- 
termined by false standards but by true 
standards. The man who is commonly 
reputed to be a patriotic man is the man 
wlio is read)’ and willing to engage in 
the defence of his country in lime of 
war. We associate patriotism with war 
and its surrvmndings and undoubtedly 
this is one essential form of patrioii.-m: 
on the other liand, it may be quite tlie 
reverse. There arc professional fighters 
who are brave men. going from one 
country to another serving nmlcr any 
staiulard proviiled that staiulanl 
furnishes the excitement of strife. It 
would he riiiiculous to call such men 
l>atriots >im|)ly because they lo\e to fight 
and inorLDver it is just as c-'seiilial that 
one ^Iloulll be prepared to live for ones 
country as lo die fop it it lie is a re.il 
patriot. 

Tlie man who ImiUls a railroad, de 
veloping uiitilled areas, opening up new 
territories on which t** build homes, who 
irrigates a txirren aiul waste country 
ami thereby develops large areas of till- 
able land, who develops any new indus- 


try furnishing remunerative employment 
for men and women, w’ho finds in the 
weed or the plant which has been a 
thorn in the fleslr a means of furnishing 
food and nutriment for man, who liter- 
ally makes twxi blades of grass grow 
where one has grown before, — is quite 
as much a patriot, may have quite as 
much love of country as he who is pre- 
pared to die for his country under the 
most heroic circumstances. 

He must do service , — which means 
that he should do for others those things 
which others cannot hope to do for 
themselves. I have in my mind men in 
this audience who are not only willing 
to perform the stipulated duty which as 
citizens they should perform,— that is to 
say, pay their just taxes, rote at cau- 
cuses and elections, etc., but these men 
do more than that. They give their time 
and their ability and their money to aid 
those institutions in a community which 
are established for the benefit of others 
having less time and money and ability 
and who need assistance in va- 
rious ways. I can see in my mind's 
eye now a man who, although he may be 
busy in his own private enterprises, 
gladly turns aside to become, for in- 
stance, a trustee in the Newton Hospi- 
tal, devoting valuable hours to that work 
without any compensation whatever. He 
becomes, at the solicitation of his 
friends, an alderman of the City of 
Newton, an honorable position in Itself, 
but in addition, a position which gives

him .'ill opnrlniiity to tin valualilc work 
for the city .iiul he dovotos his time 
which he Wf)uld, perhaps, he glad to tlc- 
voic to his family and his friends to this 
work. Me doc.s ifot limit his activities 
to tlic.se particular thiiigs which 1 have 
iiistanccfl, but cxlciids them to the whole 
field of operations wliich org-iiiizcd so- 
ciety has brought to bear on the neces- 
sities of mankind. More than that, for 
he gives of bis private means to support 
these iiistitulions. Now that kind of a 
man exhibits service of the highest or- 
flor, because he sacrifices his personal 
wealth, which is too dear to many men, 
— he sacrifices hi.s own leisure and liic 
comfort wliich he might get from social 
relations with his neighbors and friends. 
He sacrifices that brain and will power 
which God has given him all for liic 
benefit of those who live about him, — 
his neighbors, bis fcllow-citizcns, in fact, 
the State. One more lliouglit in this 
connection. It is essential that the citi- 
zen shall have these ([ualitics if we arc 
to obtain the licst results from Govern- 
ment. If the material used to make the 
cloth for the sails on a large ship were 
.such that it had been condemned, — if 
the fibre were rotten before it was wov- 
en into the cloth, wc can be quite sure 
that while tlie cloth itself miglit look 
well and when it were made into sails 
it might stand the strain of ordinary 
conditions,— if the hurricane arose, the 
cloth made of such poor ([uality or ma- 
terial would not withstand the strain, — 
the sails would he blown out of the bolt- 
ropes and the ship woiil inevitably be 
wrecked. 

Ill the same way it Is essential that 
these units, these citizens who make up 
the State shall be of such material tliat 
the whole structure shall be of a stand- 
ard sufficient to withstand, not the pros- 
perities and pleasant conditions which 
we are so apt to meet in our life, but 
the strains wliich come in a financial and 
in many other ways. 

Governor Long can readily corrobo- 
rate me in the st.atcmcnt which 1 make 
that a discerning man looking over the 
National House of Rcprc-scntiilivei can 
pretty nearly tell the locality from which 
a m.'in comes and the kind of people 
which he represents. Wc frequently sec 
in tlic newspapers that the lIou.se of 
Representatives is not a strong body, 
that many of its memhers are men of 
low mental calibre and exhibit a low 
standard of morality. I deny this as- 
sertion, for from my own observation I 
think directly the contrary is iru'’; but 
it is equally true that if there is a man 
in the blouse of Repsentatives: who is 
not of the quality which he should be, 
who has low public ideals, you m.iy be 
equally sure that he comes from a .sec- 
tion wlierc the citizens, the units, arc 
not alive to their duty, where they leave 
things in the hai‘<ds of irrcsponsiOkC men 
who work the public and the public 
treasury for their owji personal benefit. 
Such being the ease, their acts and their 
ide.as are quite sure to he reflected in the 
man who is sciU to Wasliiiigton to rep- 
resent them. 

I'urllu'rmoir, the church teaches that 
man shall not have one standard of mo- 
rality for today and another tomorrow, 
hut that he shall base his action on such 
a standard that he Is inherently right 
and that he .shall follow that standard 
hecau.se it is rigiit every day .'tnd .at all 
times, Kxaclly the same condition is 
aiiplicable to our cili/iaisliip and consc- 
(ptciuly to our State. We very often 
see a comnumity gel into die Ii.tiuLs of 
bad, if not irresponsible men; the result 
is graft ami <!eb;ivwliery of every kind. 
iMiially, after this sort of thing has been 
condoned imt.l lb'- fecling.s of riglil- 
llilnkin.g pc'^plc are uir.raged, t'l / gel 
together, org.mizo some kind of a ic- 
lorm a.ssociatioti and proceed, if possi- 
ble, to ovcrcotne the represenratives of 
evil doing and put the government into 
die hands or iho.'ie who will avlimnistcr 
it for tlie benefit ^ a’* Thc.se men arc 
spasmodic r.:f rmers; they arc the kind 
of men, who, to a certain extent, ap- 
prove ol good gjvcnancut, uelicvc that 
it is right, desire to live in a well gov- 
erned conmumilv, but do not join the 
organization itself to any other extent 
than to give it their personal approval. 
Ordinarily, these men du nut vote, take 
no part in public discussions, they have 
no interest in politics because they say 
dial all pol't!’'; are more or less bad, 50 
that they have ‘hemsclves to blame if 
the govenmicnt gets into the hands o'c 
-irresponsible and unreliable men. Om .e 
having put the govcriim ti b k in I'ne 
hands of those wlu aix* competent to 
manage -t iuuestly and efilciently, diey 
go hack to their own personal duties^ sat- 
isfied that they have done their fiul ucity 
l)y tlie comnum'iy. The g.afler who 
lives on the public ii watching for just 
sucli an oporlUiPty as this and no sooner 

tlie hand of the honest citizen off tlie 
throttle tlian he once more coninienccs 
In work tlie conmuiipty and in a short 
lime the s:iiuc» 4 jacl elements r.re back in 
places of power and the vvoi '< has to be j 
done over. It is muiccossary to say that 
men even of the (pialify which I have- 
descrilu'd, whose tboughls am! acts arc 
right when they are aroused, are mn 
tlie best of citizens. They arc apt to be 
llic kind of men who occasionally gO' to 
church, whi^ generally conduct them- 
selves properly on the Sabbatli Day and 
[lossibly for one day after, but huvng 
done that they think they have done 
their full duty ami in ihclr private re- 
lations with mankind, 'hey drift into 
those acts which tire not foi the bene- 


fil of all, bill wln''h arc essrnli.illy -i.df- 
idi 

\'ery often we .see a whole comm in 
ily neglecting die op()orlutiilics wlit.h it 
has to hemfil ilself and posterity. I re- 
member when I was .a lioy living in 
Norlhcrn New Ham|)shire, anoi'k the 
White Mountains, that tIio.se mountains 1 
were covered wdh that beaudfiil growth 
of spruce and pine limber wliich has 
since been the foundation of so miirli 
wealth, hut even the peo(dc in that «e:- 
tion flid nor appreriate the value of ihi; 
growth or the magniliccnt lK,-uly of Hie 
mountains themselves of which this 
growth was an c.ssentlal part, or its valiU' 
as a conservator of moisture, so the State 
of New llain[)s!iirc sold large areas of 
this mountain sectto.i at the nominal 
price of 25 ccnl^ an acre, without a fIu- 
glc protest as far as f have been able to 
learn; the citizens of New Hampsliirc 
were not thiiikiug of the ftilnre, tliej' 
were not tliinkiiig of wliat was best, in 
any sense, for themselves or posterity, 
but were neglectful of their duties to 
.such an extent that they left .such an im- 
portant master in the hands of olTicials 
who were not alive to the best intcrc.sts 
of the Slate but frittered away the as- 
sets of the State as I have described. 
That was only forty ycar.s ago, but now 
we have an entirely different state of af- 
fair.s, Tlicsc lands have passed into tlic 
hands of men who have discovered that 
they represent great value and 'hey pro- , 
coed to turn that value into m Jiicy and 
then the neglectful people and their de- 
scendants awaken and discover th.ai 
things arc being done which are not 
beneficial to the State, that a great op 
portunity for benefiting the whole com- 
nuinity has been thrown away and they 
raise an unwarranted cry, denouncing 
the owners of the land as vandal.^, even 
if iliey do not use more disagreeable 
terms. That is simply an illustration on 
a large scale of the opporlimitics which 
may be lost unless wc have a community 
made up of citizens who arc thinking 
not of self alone, but of what is for the 
best uilerests of the State at present .'nid 
for iJl future time. 

It is entirely unnecessary for me Co 
cite additional in.stanccs of this kind. J 
tru.st that tlic one I have given is suffi- 
cient to show that the quality of tlic 
clnirdi which sets little store by spa.s- 
modic virtues, but demands that men 
shall be governed by moral principles 
which arc tlic same Monday, Wednes- 
day and Friday as they arc on Sunday, 
tipplics equally well to the relations of 
the citizen to the State; that those things 
which the church teaches, wliich siib- 
stiuitially nJI men ndmit arc just nnd 
right whclEicr they arc church attend- 
ants or not, arc exactly the things which 
the citizen must have instilled into hi? 
being if the State is to be maintained on 
the highest i>ossible plan; nnd if you will 
look about you and think of the men 
who arc tloin^g the best work in the com- I 
nuinily, who are unselfish, sclf-sacritic- 
iiig, liberal, pnblic spirited, 1 believe you 
will sec tliat ‘they arc the very men who 
arc doing the best work in the church, 
who cerininly arc connected with some 
cliurcli and arc doing their part to main- 
tain an cJficicitt church organization as 
well as a high standard in civil life. 

I’rcsidcnt Hutc'uinson: Every person 
within our Coinmc'invcaUh, either in of- 
ficial or private life* will endorse the sen-

Address of Hon. John D. Long 

I wa.s really very’ mucli afraid when 
the [iresideiit of the evening slid that af- 
ter the next speaker had Jiiii^hcd he 
would ask you to remain, tliat he was 
I going no add that the contribution box 
I Would be passed. (Laughter.) It seems 
' to me that one of the fimdaiuciUal priii- 
ciple.s, of cluuch and state is lliat every 
good, man and woman should be liomc 
and in bed at nine o’clock at night 
(la nglitcr), and I have grave question 
wl ie^LlIer I shall not be false to my duty 
b- xiih to church and slate if I keep you 
a J:rtr that hour, which has now arrivcil. 

You can, however, feel easy. The 
Wiosl serious part of the meeting is over, 
il, Laughter.) You have had the oysters 
and the roast beef, and nothing is left 
fjor me but the unsubstantial ices. These 
allusions will be appreciated by the gen- 
tlemen who arc in the front pews ami 
■who in the earlier part of the evening 
wei \5 engaged in the more serious and 
■sprilual portion of the occasion. 

You have heard the church represent- 
ed; you have heard the slate represented, 

1 represent neither. (Laughter.) One 
sjieaker suggested that it was very haixl 
I ' for him to come away fiTJUi the delights 
I of his domestic hearth and it requireil a 
rvery strong pull to bring him here. TIuit 
seems to be a new name for an eleelric ; 
i automobile. (Lauglilor.) Tlic other 
I speaker also expressed liis great unwil- 
lingness to be present. I suspect tliat 
I neither of these geiUleincii would have 
been hired at any price to stay away. 
(Laughter.) I want to be frank wiib 
you and tell you tliat I was very, very 
•glad to coiuo:, even if I had not an auio- 
inobile nor a carriage next door, but. had 
• to walk all the way from Hingham, 
(.\pplause.) 

Speaking of the pulpit, I am here un- 
f dcr a little bit of a misapprehension. I 
' had supposed it was to be an informal 


gatlioring of grnflrinm in .i flining room 
;im( that I dioiibl be called uikui to s(>r,nk 
from tlic dining table, to which 1 (lave 
b.Tij soini-wliat .accu'-toincil, .and not 
fn»m the pulpit, in which I tnl'it 1 never 
sh.all be accustomed, (f.nughter.) It M 
somewhat embarrassing to fiiul myself 
under circumstances which I tfifl not an- 
ticipate, A gentleman not a thousaml 
miles from licrc at jircscnt tells me tliat 
he was once caught muler .similar ctr- 
cinnstanccs. He was invitcrl, as he sup- 
posed, tr) arlflress a class of boy.*, wlio 
were preparing for commercial life, but 
when he arrived at the place wlicre he 
wa.s to speak he found the town hall 
packcfl from floor to ceiling. He sud- 
denly recalled a sermon which his min- 
ister Iiarl prcnchcfl the Sunday before 
and which had made such an impression 
upon him that he remembered it almost 
word for wor<l. He repeated it and was 
overwhelmed with congratulation. 
(Laiighicr.) I am not intimating that 
any of the .'••Idrcsscs which have been 
made tonight were obtained in that way 
(laughter), altliougli they arc l>oth so 
excellent that they might have been 
written by the very best of preachers. 

"The Church and the State.” I liesi- 
trite a little abrnit approaching that ques- 
tion. I undertook it a couple of months 
ago at Plymouth, at the tlirce hundredth 
annivcr.sary of the cstnldishmcnt of the 
Pilgrim Church, and I involved myself 
in considerable difficulty. (Laughter.) 
Myself a descent of the Pilgrim, Elder 
William Brewster, I spent something 
like half an hour in eulogizing my Pil- 
grim ancestor, whom nobody a<lmirc(l 
more than I ; but in order to impress the 
lesson of the day and to show that mod- 
ern times arc not much worse than tlic 
old, [ referred to some of the evil with 
which the Pilgrims had to deal, and the 
judicious press published only that por- 
tion of my {liscour.se (laughter), and I 
have led an iinliappy life ever since. It 
was very much as if I luid spent an hour 
in eulogizing George Washington but 
toward the close of my remarks, remind- 
ed of this new spelling fad to which the 
PresUlent has given his sanction, I had 
suggesleil that George was a somewhat 
indifferent speller and had immediately 
been accused of representing him as an 
illiterate man. 

The fact is that we have the union 
of the Church and the State In the Pil- 
grim colony almost to perfection. There 
was the true union of the church and the 
state. There was a little party of some- 
thing like a hundred people, half of 
whom died the first year, led by loaders 
unsurpassed in history for their devo- 
tion, their common sense, their practica- 
bility, their Christian earnestness— our 
earliest cliurchmon and statesmen, who 
have given tone to our whole civiliza- 
tion and who are the founders of that 
splendid .•\mcric;m democracy, this con- 
stiiutioual govenmieni, under the bles- 
sings of which not tncrely wc live but 
by which the whole world is benefilted. 

They had no creed. The only written 
statement they jnadc was the compact 
wliich tlicy drew up in the Mayflower, 
which was even more a constitution of 
government than it was a statement of 
religiou.s faith, although they prcfacc«l 
it with the remark that it was wrouglit 
in the fear of God and in the love of 
country— country and religion, the 
church and the state. 

They had no clergyman. William 
Brewster, who olficiated in that capacity, 
alihouglt a layman, ha<l himself been 
traineil in statecraft, having been in the 
employ of Queen Kliznheth under the 
Secretary of Stale ai that lime. It was, 
as 1 liavc said, a perfect tyi»e of the, un- 
ion of ehnreh and stale. 

In the old limes, of course, there was 
hitter compelitiou between church ami 
.state for the supromaey, and later there 
came a reaction, so that church .and state 
under all modern systems of .\nglo 
Saxon government arc separate, abso- 
lutely separate, and it is well. I think we 
are coming now to a feeling that shouhl 
be a union of clmrcli and state — not in 
goveriimcnlal polity, not in any way 
williiu iiolilical lilies, but in the spirit 
which has been so well developed by the 
two previous speakers, the spirit of the 
ehiiroli and the spirit of the slate. 

I nmleriook in that discourse, in evi- 
dence of tlie fact that modern limes are 
not worse than the old, that we really 
are not going to the dogs in these days, 
10 show that the Pilgrims had to con- 
tend with very many of the same evil> 
that we have to contend with. Some of 
ihoin aro.'C from members of their own 
original dock; most of them came from 
cdemenls which were thrust in upon 
them after they had made their settle- 
ment ; but they had them to contend 
with, ami they overcame them, as 1 
showed by (pioting from Governor Brad- 
ford’s journ.al both the evils they hail to 
meet aiul the success with wbieb ihe\ 
met tliem. Ami lliey overcame them b\ 
tln> union of clnnvli ami slate religi- 
ous eoiivietion. Mumd practical common 
sense in the govermuenl. For 
great misiake to think of tlie Pilgrim 
Fathers simply us religion,-. enihnsia>i' 
'I'liey were here to he free in the exeivi^e 
of their religious opinion; they were also 
here in comieetion with the pariner>hip 
which ihev ionned with certain met 
chants in Ltuulon lor the imrpo-e of 
carrying out a great coumurcial enter- 
prise-great to them, although it seems 
simple to us-aml in both they were suc- 
cessful. While they were true to their 
devotions in the religious life they were 
also very clear sighted and shrewd in all 
material things. They were not faiiatie-
